The news was 
the iiion.. a-siionishini; as thev had not yet 
diirested the itisagrfi-alil.. "intelligenee, 
arrived three days before, of the sanio 
garrison having Kiven a very serious nv 
pulse, upon the Ulth, to the Brazili in 
forees under that gallant Brazilian <ien- 
i-ral Osorio, or, as he is now entitled, 
ltaron <le Herval, ami the disastrous re- 
pulse of the allies in the attaek, on the. 
ISth, upon the mischievous two-gun Lat- 
tery which the Paraguayans had stealth- 
ily thrown up within easy range of the 
allied Jiost across the peninsula opposite 
HumaHa. Of course the hells were set 
to chime, the cannons roared from the 
Torts, skyrockets hegan to crack up aloft 
und the business men and public depart- 
ments at once assumed the don't-earo- 
about-doing-uny-work app.-aran.-e char- 
aeteristie of tho holiday which was 
speedily announced from' headquarters. 

A special ste imer was sent fr..m Hue- 
nos Ay res with the news. On tho 21st 
the iron-.-la.ls SiUad.., DoftMBk* and 
I'latihy jmssed up bv the fortitieatiotn of 
UumaiU to tola the division above. 
Little opposition was encountered. On 
the li'.th it was discovered that the Para- 
guayans had evacuated the fortress, tho 
garrison crossing unnoticed over to the 
i litico. on the opposite side of the river. 
The fortress was at ouoe occupied bv 
IkhUos of all the allies. Some two hun- 
dred cannon of all sizes were left, but 
all were spiked, and those ofthe river 
batteries wore thrown into the river. 
Largo amounts of ammunition were 
found, but very littlo food. It is said 
trains were found to have been laid from 
the river to tho magazines, but hatl not 
been fired. Fourteen wounded 111 —II 
ians were left behind in the hospital. 
Tho buildings inside ofthe fortress wore 
mostly ruined by the Isimbarilmonts, 
only the church remaining comparative- 
ly uninjured owing to its situation. 
What had become of tho four thousand 
iiii ii in garrison is not yet clear. The 
short announcement reee'ivo.l fr..m 0— 
oral Holly y Olios says thoy were mi the 
peninsula in thel'haco, across which the 
allies hold tho strong posit ion and whoso 
force had lioen raised to t«n thous.mil 
men; that all the vessels had surround- 
ed it and hud liomhardod the peninsula, 
but that at night the Martinis tie ('a .tins 
had ordered a cessation ol the bombard- 
ment and hud summ. ui.-.l them to sur- 
render.

On the 2&ta of July, at 5 p. it was 
■MstttBd that the Paragiiavan sentinels 
bud jrone out of sight, snd after inquiry 
and search it was found that the whol'o 
force of 4,000 men had tone across the 
river in canoes, ( ol. Vedia was soon in 
their warm nests with his regiment and 
planted the Argentine IIhk on the fort, 
liver two hundred pieces of cannon, most 
of them spiked, were left, and incrodit.le 
quantities of powder and shot. Magu 
zincs were found ready for igniting for 
blow ing up everything there, but they 
had not lieen fired. Twentv men were 
left for this duty, but they failed to do it. 

It seems that thev had been very much 
exposed to the lire from the tleet, "contin- 
ued now for many months. The houses 
everywhere bore marks of balls, or of 
exploding shells, and the ground was us 
If covered w ilh iron. 

The cause of the evacuation must have 
been hunger, as there w an not found even 
"a loaf of bread nor material enough to 
make one. Not a mouthful of food was 
found. Thoy must have beon on the 
verge of starvation. 

The ground to which they tied is called 
the peninsula, and owes its shape to a 
great bend in the Paraguay river. At 
the jsiiiit of this peninsula stand Hn- 
inaita, and across the isthmus abou,t two 
leagues awav, there is an investing line 
of the allies" drawn from river side to 
slver side.
